Dr. Thomas H. Reed Advances Plan at Emory Institute 
of Citizenship; Constitution’s Awards Program 
Is Given High Praise by Speakers. 


County managers and auditors, se-‘ 


lected by county commissioners them- 
selyes, were advocated last night by 
Dr. Thomas H. Reed, internationally- 
known governmental expert, as a cure 
for inefficiency, ineffectiveness and 
waste in county governments of the 
nation.

The fight for free school books 
for Georgia schools took a forward 
step yesterday with the passage by 
the house of the bill, sponsored by 
the Rivers administration, to provide 
methods of purchase and distribution 


of textbooks. The vote was 129 to 1. 
The bill was passed after considerable 
discussion over amendments. 
Shortly before passage of the free 
textbook measure, the first move to- 
ward an investigation of the Tal- 
madge administration was taken by 
the general assembly when the house 
adopted a resolution to inquire into 
certain phases of the state govern- 
ment during the last four years. 
The house acted on resolutions pre- 
sented by Mrs. Helen Douglas Mankin, 
of Fulton county, after a sharp de- 
bate, but did not take up the pro- 
posed widespread inquiry scheduled

BILL DISPATCHED 
TO WHITE HOUSE 


$789,000,000 Marked for 
WPA, But Roosevelt 
Has Pledged ‘Every 
Cent’ for Flood Succor. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—(AP)— 
Congress, at an overtime session to- 
night, averted a threatened suspen- 
sion of relief payments. It adopted 
a compromise on the $950,000,000 


Trelief and deficiency appropriation 


and sent the measure to the White 
House. 

The house rejected the amend- 
ment previously added to the defi- 
ciency bill by Senator Richard B. 
Russell Jr., of Georgia, which was 
designed to eliminate the employ- 
ment of outside persons in regional 
or state offices of the various gov- 
ernmental agencies. 

Under the terms of the amend- 
ment all funds appropriated in the 
deficiency bill, relating chiefly to 
WPA and relief activities, would be 
expended with the limitation that 
not more than one-half of 1 per cent 
go to paying salaries of persons in 
administrative or supervisory positions 
who were not residents of the state 
or region at the time of original em- 
ployment. 

Disagreement over & house “rider” 
which would have prohibited use of 
regular departmental. appropriations 
to pay salaries of personnel lent to 
congressional investigating commit- 
tees was the chief difficulty. 

Last-Minute Concessions. 

Because of empty relief coffers, 
however, both senate and house made 
last-minute concessions and, as fin- 
ally passed, the “rider” merely would 
prohibit the borrowing of certain per- 
sonnel from relief agencies, effective 
30 days after enactment of the bill, 

Representative Woodrum, Demo- 
erat, Virginia, a member of the house 
appropriations committee which fought 
for the “rider” announced the cam- 
paign for a complete ban on the prac- 
tice would be pressed when the inde- 
pendent offices appropriation bill, now 
pending in the senate, reaches the 
conference stage. 

The deficiency bill carirs $789,000, 
000 for the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, but President Roosevelt has 
pledged “every cent” of that sum, 
if necessary, for relief of flood suf- 
ferers. 

Rider Causes Trouble. 

The “rider” which had caused 
trouble since the bill passed both 
branches last week in slightly differ- 
ent forms met serious opposition in the 
senate because it applied directly to 
two special senate committees investi- 
gating railroad financing and civil 
liberties violations. Both were operat- 


ing with borrowed personnel and lead- 
ers said the prohibition would have 
crigunes their activities. 
pponents of the proposal in the 
house contended it would “ham-string” 
congressional committees but Chair- 
man Buchanan, Democrat, Texas, of 
the house appropriation committee as- 
serted the “rider's” only purpose was 
to require investigating committees to 
make “abeve board” requests for nec- 
essary funde to carry on their work.

In subseqnent meetings other asso- 
ciates of the respective parties have 
joined. The conferences have been 
held as a result of the request of the 
President of the United States, con- 
veyed to us through Governor Mur- 
phy. The fact remains that at the 
time the sit-down strikers were still 
in possession of certain of the cor- 
poration’s plants. The position of the 
corporation from the beginning has 
alwavs been, that it was willing to 
negotiate with representatives of the 
union as soon as the strikers discon- 
tinued illegal occupancy of its plants.

ordered the strikers to evacuate the 
plants witbin 24 hours, It has al- 
ways been clear that the seizure of 
the plants was illegal, and that their 
continued occupancy was solely for 
the purpose of forcing the corpora- 
tion to accept the union’s demands. 
The strikers have refused to obey the 
order of the court. Now they are not 
only violators of the law but, in ad- 
dition, are in deliberate contempt of 
the court. They have openly stated 
they will not obey the law. Natural- 
ly, such a situation is entirely be- 
yond the province of General Motors. 
It is a challenge to law and order 
and to the authority of the state, 
which those charged with authority 
must deal with according to their re- 
sponsibility. Such were the general 
circumstances under which the first 
meeting was held. 

In the course of the first meeting 
on Wednesday, Mr. Knudsen was 
informed by Mr. Lewis that if a sat- 
isfactory arrangement could be reach- 
ed as to the extent of recognition to 
be accorded the union, he would im- 
mediately put the strikers back to 
work, following which negotiations 
could be undertaken on the remaining 
points raised by the union in its let- 
ter of January 4. 


NO OTHER ISSUE 
HAS BEEN DISCUSSED 


Governor Murphy informed Mr. 
Knudsen that it was at the request 
of the President of the United States 
that General Motors should enter 
into negotiations on this point. Ae 
cordingly, such negotiations have 
taken place. No other issue has been 
discussed and no agreement has been 
reached on this or any other point. 

The union claims it is entitled 
to exclusive bargaining rights for all 
workers in. plants on strike, even 
those outside its membership. This 
position really means that if 500 
workers sit down and throw 10,000 
other workers out of employment, 
this act of violence is sufficient au- 
thority to permit the union to speak 
exclusively for the 10,000 employes 
thus deprived of work, Furthermore, 
the illegal possession of the plants to 
make this effective is to be reinforced 
by defiance of both the law and the 
mandate of the court. 

General Motors cannot subscribe 
to such coercion, and agree to de- 
liver its workers into such bondage. 
General Motors must obey the law, 
must respect the rights of all its 
workers and the public that it 
serves. 

In recognition of these obligations, 
the corporation has repeated time 
and time again its willingness to 
bargain with the union on behalf of 
its members, after evacuation of the 
plants, but it is restrained, both by 
law and in equity, from depriving 
any of its employes of their right 
to self-organization, by requiring that 
they be represented by this particu- 
lar union without regard to their own 
desire and over their protest, in tens 
of thousands of cases.

“Farm Tenancy in the South” was 
discussed by Dr. Rupert Vance, Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, and “‘Coun- 
ty Government in the South” by Dr. 
Frank Prescott, University of Chat- 
tanooga, 

Making a restrained but forceful ar- 
gument for judicial reform, Dr. Cor- 
win backed his advocacy of the at- 
tempt to increase the size of the su- 
preme court by citing the views of two 
Republican presidents, Lincoln and 
Grant, on the subject, and declared 
that President Roosevelt’s position is 
entirely defensible. 

Case of Political Freedom. 

“The court is now in a position of a 
super-legislature,”’ he declared, “and 
this is not a case of judicial inde- 
pendence but of political freedom.”

Messages Unfavorable. 

Two house Democratie chieftains re- 
ported today that the messages they 
had received so far from “back home” 
were unfavorable. 

Senator Bankhead said he had re- 
ceived only two telegrams—from Ala- 
bama lawyers—while Chairman O’Con- 
nor, Democrat, New York, of the rules 
committee, said he had been deluged 
with mesages from his district. 

O’Connor added that “the cream of 
the legal talent of the country is con- 
centrated” in his district.

As an alternative to the President’s 
program, Senator Norris, Independ- 
ent, Nebraska, proposed during the 
day that congress limit the power of 
the court to declare acts of congress 
unconstitutional.

negligence” on the part of 24 levee 
workers who were known to hare 
drowned when a barge sank in the 
Birds Point-New Madrid floodway the 
night of January 30.

20 Minutes To Decide. 

The jury deliberated about 20 min- 
utes before returning its verdict, which 
dealt specifically with the death of 
James F. Ruffin, of Wardell, Mo. The 
verdict, however, will apply to the 
23 other men whose bodies have been 
recovered. Six men still are missing. 

The verdict read: 

“James F. Ruffin came to his death 
from drowning due to inefficiency of 
the organization in charge of the so- 
called quarterboat headquarters, which 
inefficiency was caused by creation 
of an emergency in the flood situation, 
and set up of the foremen and bosses 
was necessarily hurried and was in- 
adequate; we further find that the de- 
ceased was contributarily negligent, 
excusable under the circumstances 
and that crowding upon the barge 
when he should have: known it was

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SUPREME COURT HEARS 
OPENING ARGUMENTS 
ON RAILWAY LABOR ACT 


Employers Contend All 
Workers Are Not in Inter- 
state Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—()— 
The supreme court heard conflicting 
contentione today on the question of 
whether administration legislation 
guaranteeing collective bargaining pro- 


moted industrial peace. 

Five days of debate on this and re- | 
lated issues began with discussion of | 
a case brought by the Virginian Rail-| 
way Company challenging validity of, 
the railway labor act. 

The court will hear arguments on 
five disputes involving validity of the 
national labor relations act tomorrow. 

Seven fresh attacks on thie meas- 
ure were filed with the court today. 

James Piper, of Baltimore, attor- 
ney for the Virginian railroad, con- 
tended “a forced conference” between 
employers and employes on labor dis- 
putes “will not produce _ industrial 
peace.” 

Intended for Peace. 

Frank L. Mulheliand, of Toledo, at- 
torney for a group of employes of the’ 
railroad, asserted the railway act was. 
intended to promote industrial peace 
by providing a method for adjustment | 
of disputes. 

Previously, the fourth circuit court 
of appeals had directed the railroad 
to bargain with designated represent- 
ative; of an A. F. L. union. 

During the argument this afternoon, 
Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
McReynolds, Sutherland and Van De- 
vanter asked technical questions to 
clear up various points. |

Rosenwald President To Outline 
Plan To Aid Georgia Farm Tenants 


Foundation Will Center Efforts in State, Declares Edward 
R. Embree, Here To Speak Thursday at Emory 
Institute of Citizenship. 


By RALPH McGILL. 


Georgia has within its borders un- 
touched potentialities of wealth. 


Millions of dollars annually could 
be added to the income of Georgians 
by the development of this potential- 
ity. 

To Atlanta yesterday tame Edwin 
R. Embree, who will speak Thursday 
at the Emory University Institute of 
Citizenship on what the government 
is to do to aid in bringing this wealth 
into circulation and what the Rosen- 
wald Foundation will do to help. 

Mr. Embree, who is president of the 
Julius Rosenwald Foundation and who 
is a member of the President’s com- 


| mittee on farm tenancy, will speak on 


that subject. 

Mr. Embree’s committee is to rec- 
ommend four main objectives. They 
are: 

Making permanent the present re- 
settlement and _ rehabilitation farm 
projects. 

Purchase of lands for aid 
and forestry conservation. 

Aid to the farmers who are so heav- 
ily mortgaged they are about to sink 
into the tenant class, 

Educational aids. 

To Center on Georgia. 

“The Rosenwald Foundation, which 
of course is in no way connected with 
the government activities in the ten- 
farm projects, will,” said Mr. 
Embree, “make Georgia is focal state 
in its educational projects to aid the 
tenant farmers. 

“We hope to obtain the co-opera- 
tion of achool officials so that schools, 
especially the normal schools, will he 
able to include with the usual sub- 
jects, enough instruction in craftsman- 
ship that the tenant farmer may be 
able to bring to his problem iccreased 
physical skill as well as mental prog- 
ress, 

“It is important the tenant farmer 
should know how to repair his house; 
how to keep his farm implements in 
condition; how to make furniture and 
otherwise keep his farm in condition,” 
e said. 

“That is why the Rosenwald Foun-

“Especially pleasing and significant 
is the fact most of the loans have 
been repaid.

Georgia has an important group of 
these rehabilitated farmers near Tif- 
ton. 

It was found the total assets of the 
tenant placed in the projects was an 
average of $50. In a little more than 
a year most of the loans have been 
repaid, the tenant farmers in the pro)- 
ects have increased their assets to an 
average of $450 each, most of them 
have two mules and have made iin- 
provements about the house and add- 
ed to their implementa 

Health Gain Cited. 

The gain in health is even more no- 
ticeable. The tenant farmer, assured 
he would not be at the mercy of the 
owner-farmer, was encouraged to plant 
and tend a garden, to can food and 
to accept the best farming advice 
available. The usual small percentage 
of failures is present. But the proj- 
ects have been more successful than 
was anticipated. And health is but 
one of the dividends. 

If the purchasing power of each 
member of a tenant farm family wis 
increased just $5 per year, Georgia 
would have an added income of more 
than $1,000,000. 

The problem is one of opportunity 
and one of education. The seven 
months school is a step in the right 
direction. The government hopes, now 
that sanity has been restored to gov- 
ernment in Georgia, that greater aid 
may be given to farm problems and 
to education in Georgia. 

The fact the Julius Rosenwald 
Foundation is to center its efforts on 
helping rural education in Georgia 
and on aiding the leadership of the 
state, is a factor equally ag impor- 
tant. 

The tenant farmer class of Georgia 
be created into an asset which 
will produce more wealth than the 
gold mines of north Georgia have.ever 
produced. It is the most important 
single problem before the people and 
a great audience is expected to hear 
Mr. Embree.

Opposed by Underwriters. 

Hartsfield vesterday received a let- 
ter from George W. Booth, chief en- 
gineer of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, confirming the state- 
ment of G, L. Swan, board eggineer, 
that such a divorce and new setup 
would not be for the best interests of 
the department 7nd the city. 

“We question the advisability of the 
proposed makeup of the board as con- 
taining members who may not be 
classed as disinterested,” Booth wrote. 
while Hartsfield himself asserted that 
“political activities in. the depart- 
ment do not have the effect of in- 
creasing public confidence in this 
branch of the government.” 

Senator Lindsay introduced the bill 
in the senate and it was referred to 
the committee on municipal govern- 
ment. 

“IT think that public hearings#will 
be held on this matter within a day 
or so,” the DeKalb senator said last 
night. 

He said he thought the bill “is a 
good one.” 

Proposals of Bill. 

It proposes to create a three-man 
civil service board. with one member 
elected by council, another by the 
members of the fire department and 
the third to be selected by the other 
two. Council pay would be their sal- 
aries and they would-be furnished of- 
fice space at the cfty hall and neces- 
sary expenses for clerical forces. 

The bill provides that civil service 
examinations for promotions shall . be 
based on 20 per cent for seniority, 
20 per cent for physical condition. 20 
per cent for intelligence, 20 per cent 
for morality and 20 per cent for prac- 
tical experience. Only those with 7 1-2 
years service would be eligible for a 
lieutenaney, and 10 years’ service 
would be required for a captaincy. 

The bill was first presented to mem- 
bers of the Fulton delegation but it 
was understood the delegation would 
not agree to sponsor it in the as- 


sembly. 
Hartsfield Statement. 

Hartsfield’s statement on the bill 
follows: 

“‘T am very sorry that a small group 
of firemen have seen fit to try to as- 
sume the functions of government for 
themselves and submit to the legisla- 
ture a bill on which the mayor and 
council have had no notice as to its 
contents. 

“Our citizens have been very patient 
and considerate of the fire department 
within the past few months and such 
political activities do not have the 
effect of increasing their confidence in 
this branch of government. 

“There can be no discipline among 
the employes of the city unless they 
are all under a common control, re- 
sponsible to those officials who are 
elected by the people. 

“TI sincerely hope our legislative 
delegation will realize this and not 
give any encouragement to such ac- 
tivities over the protests of those 
whom the people have chosen to run 
their local .government.”

1936 Profits of 130 Major Firms ° 


Are Declared ‘Highest’ in 6 Years 


NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—(4)—The 


$873,958,105 earned by the first 130) 


major companies to report 1936 results 
was the best in six years, a compila- 
tion by the Associated Press indicated 
today. 

Profits of the group were 47.8 per 


cent above the previous year. 

Heavy industry continued to lead 
the parade into higher ground. Steel 
producers, for example, more than 
trebled their income. This was the re- 
sult of a 41 per cent upturn in aver- 
age rate of mill operations, putting 
many corporations back in the black. 
The 1936 rate was 6%.5 per cent of 
capacity against 48.5 a year ago. 

Railroads reported profits up 133 
per cent. Lagging many months be- 
hind other industries, carrier income 
spurted -when the broad advance in 
business activity permited a larger 
proportion of gross revenues to slip 
through to net. 

Chenrical earnings, dependent chief- 
ly on orders received from other man- 
ufacturers, picked up 43.1 per cent. 

Groups dealing directly with the 
great consuming public showed less 
substanitial gains. Finance companies, 
making possible the mass purchasing 
of automobiles and the like, pushed 
their income up 42.6 per cent. Tobac- 
cos, food and utilities registered in- 
creases of 28.1, 26.9 and. 25.4 per cent, 
respectively, 

The few carpet makers, automobile 
accessory manufacturers and oil com- 
panies issuing statements, showed wide 
advances, 

Rail equipments, on the other hand, 
and variety chains were able to im- 
prove their income record but slight- 
ly during the period.

607.741,.257 in 19379 

There were 400,000 more packs
